Curfew 


During the Middle Ages, the 
English household fire was 
built in a hole in the floor, There 
was a hole in the roof for the 
smoke to eseape, 

With the roof usually made of 
thatch and the floors covered 
with straw, the fire hazard wa 
freat — especially if the fire 
was left burning when the fami- 
ly retired for the night. There- 
fore, a bell was rung shortly 
after sundown as a signal for 
the people to extinguish or coy- 
er their fires. 

The bell was called a curfew 
bell, curfew being an adaptation 
of the French words “couvri) 


feu” — to cover the fire, 
From this custom came the 
modern word curfew — a sip- 


nal or deadline (sometimes up- 
plying only to juveniles) — for 
people to retire from — tho 
streets. 


Dunee 


John Duns Scotus was a not- 
ed English theologian and philo- 
sopher, He was born about 1265 
and died in 1308. He was edu- 
cated at Oxford University and 
later became a professor of the- 
ology there. 

John Duns Scotus was an elo- 
quent speaker and a min of 
subtle argument. His defense of 
the Immaculate Conception was 
considered a great triumph over 
the Thomists, or disciples of St. 
Thomas Aquinas. 

During the Renaissance the 
disciples of Scotus, who were 
called Scotists on Dunsmen, 
were ridiculed) for their hair- 
splitting arguments. Their op- 
ponents scornfully referred to 
the Dunsmen as “dans” or “dun- 
ces,” with the implication that 
they were incapable of Jearn- 
ing. Gradually the word “dunce” 
came to mean a dullwitted or 
stupid person. 


Stoical 


About 300 BGs Zeno, a na- 
tive of Cyprus, founded a schoo! 
of philosophy in Athens, Greece, 

The meeting place of Zeno 
and his students was a porch 
on the north side of the Athens 
market place. This porch was 
called a “stoa” in Greek, and 
because the members of the 
new school of philosophy met 
there they were called Stoics, 

The basic teaching of Stoic- 
ism was that virtue is the su- 
preme end in life, 

Another of its teachings was 
that one should be free from 
passion, no matter what the cir- 
cumstance. From the latter 
teaching came the word “stoi- 
cal,” meaning like a Stoic 

howling no emotion,

Tantalize 


The phrase “to tantalize” 
comes from the punishment of 
Tantalus. 

Tantalus, according to Greek 
mythology, was a king who com- 
mitted an atrocious sin against 
the gods. Accounts differ as to 
the sin. One story says he re- 
vealed the gods’ secrets, while 
another says he murdered his 
son and served him up as a meal 
to the gods. At any rate, the 
wods were outraged. 

As punishment, Tantalus was 
placed in a pool whose waters 
came to his chin, and over his 
head hung bunches of fruit. 
Whenever he lowered his head to 
quench his thirst, the water re- 
ceded, and when he reached for 
the, fruit, the wind wafted it 
away. 

From this myth came the 
phrase “to tantalize,’ meaning 
to tease by keeping something 
desirable in view but out of 
reach,

Farmers Home 
Administration 
Starts New Year 


The Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration started a new 
year July 1 in making long 
time loans tofarm families 
in Coffee and Dale Coun- 
ties. The office is located 
at 116 Easy Avenue in En- 
terprise, Alabama, Bill 
Ray, as County Supervisor. 

Farm ownership loans 
are made to farmers who 
are or will become oper- 
ators of not larger than 
family farms. Loans are 
made primarily toenlarge, 
improve and buy farms, and 
to refinance debts, Loans 
may also be made to pro- 
‘duce trees and other for- 
estry products, produce 


fish under controlled con- | 


ditions, and to finance re- 
creational enterprises 
which will supplement their 
farm incomes, 

Each farm ownership 
loan is tailored to the indi- 
vidual borrower’s needs. 
The Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration County Super- 
visor helps the borrower 
analyze his problems and 
determine his available re- 
sources, and plan how these 
resources plus those ob- 
tained by the loan may best 
be used. The County Super- 
visor also makes visits to 
the borrowers’ farms to 
help solve problems that 
arise in making major ad- 
justments in his farming 
Operation and in adopting 
improved farm and home 
practices, 

Farm Ownership loans 
are made -only to farmers 
who are unable to obtain 
the credit they need from 
other sources at reason- 
able rates and terms. The 
interest rate is five per- 
cent per year on the unpaid 
principal, except that the 
rate on loan funds used 
for forestry purposes un~ 
der an approved forestry 
Management plan is three 
percent. 
term is forty years, 

To be eligible for these 
loans an applicant must 
have a farm background 
and the farm experience 
or training needed to be 
successful in the proposed 
farming operation, and a- 
bility to carry out the pro- 
posed farming operation. 
When a loan that includes

Heart Problems Deserve 
Attention While Traveling 


No matter where you go 
this summer, youtake your 
heart along. If it has de- 
veloped problems in re- 
cent years, they deserve 
special consideration while 
traveling, 

This warning was issued 
this week by the Alabama 
Heart Association . with 
some special pointers for 
cardiacs bent on summer 
travel, 

The State Association 
suggests that all persons 
with heart or high blood 


pressure problems discuss 


their travel plans with their 
physicians at least two 
iweeks before departure, 

The physician should be 
told where the traveler 
plans to go, what altitudes 
and extremes of tempera- 
ture will be encountered 
and how his patient expects 
to travel. He can suggest 
Ways to prevent or mini~ 
mize altitude or motion 
sickness, for instance, 

Weather 
either hot or cold, place 
extra stress on the heart, 
The blood plays an im- 
portant role in cooling and 
Warming the body, and the 
heart must work extra hard 
to cope with temperature 
ranges to which it is unac- 
customed, 

Unusual exertion -- and 
sightseeing can be hard 
work -- hasthe same effect 
because increased amounts 
of blood must be supplied 
to working muscles, 

Most commercial 
planes now operating are 
pressurized, but a heart 
patient should check this 
point when making res- 
ervations, the Heart Asso- 
Clation says. Flights in 
small, private planes 


should not be undertaken 
without consent of a phy- 
sician, the Association also 
warns, 

During long flights, 
‘standing, stretching and 
walking around helps cir- 
culation of the blood, par~ 
ticularly in the legs. 

“Stretch time”’ is also 
important during family 
motor trips. Forced in- 
activity of automobile tra- 
vel can bog down normal 
circulation and can be dan- 
gerous for persons who 
have ailments affecting the 
heart and circulatory sys- 
tem,

death from heart attack as 
from lung cancer, 

This warning was issued 
here zhis week by the Ala- 
bama Heart Association, A 
new leaflet published by 
the American Heart Asso~ 
ciation and offered to the 
public by the State Asso- 
Clation outlines the points 
everyone should know about 
smoking and heart disease. 

About 60,000 men die 
prematurely in the United 
States each year from heart 
attacks associated with 
Smoking, the leaflet points 
out. This is approximately 
equal tothe estimated num- 
ber of men who die prema- 
turely from lung cancer and 
other diseases associated 
with smoking. 

In one study cited in the 
leaflet, the heart attack 
rate among heavy cigarette 
smokers was three times 
that of non-smokers, pipe 
and cigar smokers and for- 
mer cigarette smokers, 

Cigarette smoking has 
not been proved to be a di- 
rect cause of heart disease, 
the leaflet explains. But 
studies are cited which in- 


Death 


dicate that it contributes to 
or speeds up the develop 
ment of coronary artery di- 
sease, which in turn leads 
to heart attacks, 

Smoking 
dangerous to persons with 
diseases of the blood ves- 
sels because it tends to 
constrict vessels already 
narrowed or damaged, it 
says. 

The leaflet is pocket- 
size and presented in a

Because some carping critics never cease their 
efforts to undermine free competitive enterprise 
via unfounded attacks on business profits, it is 
essential that the vital contribution of profits to 
economic well-being be re-emphasized from time

On this oceasion we know of no better way to 
clear the air of the last wisp of any smoke screen 
the aforementioned critics may haye sueceeded in 
sending up than through publication of two quota- 
tions. 

The first is from a recent speech by Robert C. 
Tyson, chairman of the finance committee of the 
United States Steel Corporation. He said: 

“Profits and growth are inseparable; they are 
virtually synonymous.

As a converse corol- 
lary, an absolutely certain way to substitute eco- 
nomic stagnation for economic growth is, through 
legislative or other political intervention in free 
market affairs, to extinguish people’s hopes of 
earning and haying ever bigger profits.

The second of the quotations is from the writ- 
ings of John Maynard Keynes, the British econo- 
mist (1883-1946) and it has great significance 
because Keynes held views that more often than 
not were in sharp conflict with true principles of 
private enterprise. It follows: 

“Unemployment exists because employers have 
been deprived of profits. The loss of profits may 
be due to all sorts of causes. But. short of going 
over to communism, there is absolutely no means 
of curing unemployment except by restoring to 
employers a proper margin of profit.” 

Thus we haye ‘two authorities—who normally 
would have been poles apart in their economic 


thinking—in complete agreement on the impor- 
tance of busitiess profits to the creation of. jobs 
and the achievement of higher living standards 
for all the people,

Late last week, we 
checked several cotton 
fields in Coffee County for 
boll weevils. Two men from 
Auburn, John Henderson 
and Dr, James Buttram, 
who are specialist in cotton 
production, helped us with 
this survey, 

We came to this con- 
clusion: Young boll weevils 
are appearing in fields in 
large numbers now. 

Coffee County farmers 
should check their fields 
carefully this week; and 
when infestation reaches 
10 percent, begin dusting 
immediately. Put on three 
applications five days 
apart. Wait twotofour days 
then check again and any 
time the infestation gets 
up to 10 per cent, go in 
with the three applications 
of dust or spray. 

The boll weevil situation 
this year is entirely dif- 
ferent from last year. Last 


July 1, it was hard to find, 


a boll weevil in Alabama.

Early Julyistooearly to 
do much crop predicting, 
However, folks over the 
county have told me in the 
past few days that the crop 
prospects look extremely 
good at the present time, 
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That ole boll weevil has 
certainly made an appear- 
ance in large numbers dur- 
ing the past week. If you 
haven’t started that contro] 
program, be sure to check 
your field today. Just as 
soon as the punctured 
squares get as high as 10 
out of 100, begin dusting or 
Spraying. Once you start, 
put On an application every 
5 days for 3 times. After 
the first 3 applications, 
wait 4 or 5 days and take 
another infestation count~- 
again start another control 
cycle when the infestation 
reaches 10 per cent, 

The best way to get ef- 
fective control is to make 
regular field inspections. 
If you find that for some 
reason you are not getting 
adequate control, decrease 
the days between applica- 
tions or change kinds of 
insecticides (both may be 
necessary late in the sea- 
son), Keep an eye on your 
spray or dusting equipment 
to make sure you are 
getting the insecticide ap- 
plied correctly, 

Nothing can replace 
close field observation in 
effective boll weevil and 
boll worm control, 


The buying point in Elba 
opened one day last week, 
but had to close due to a 
shortage of peas--approxi- 
mately 9 tons were pur- 
chased. In order for the 
market to operate, they 
need at least 15 tons per 
day. g 

We believe that the mar- 
ket will open the latter part 
of this week, but at the 
present time, itis impossi- 
ble to tell just what day. 
I checked several fields 
during the week, and it 
looks like a good crop is 
setting. 


I realize that it is get- 
ting rather late to begin 
your leafspot and insect 
control on peanuts; but if 
you have not started, there 
is no better time than the 
present, 

We got a 625-pound per 
acre increase from the use

WATER SAFETY FOR YOU 


A tragic accident fre- 
quently shows up a show 
off, The dare-devil auto- 
mobile or motorboat dri- 
ver and people doing fancy 


tricks in water skiing or 
skin diving frequently are 


injured, Many of the 6,500 
persons drowned in this 
country annually have lost 
their lives because of care- 
lessness, foolishness, or 
exhibitionism, Some swim 
Out too far, get exhausted, 


and do not make it back to 
safety; while others dive 
in unfamiliar water and 
strike a submerged log, or 
hit the bottom in shallow 
water, 

It may seem like jolly 
fun to rock a boat or change 
seats in a canoe; but, in 
such practices, someone 
who can’t swim well may 
be thrown into the Water, 
get panicky, and drown. A 
large proportion of acci- 
dents can be attributed to 
failure to observe the ba- 
sic rules of safety, 

The swimmer who 
swims alone, who dives in 
unknown water, who at- 
tempts long swims unac- 
companied by a boat, or 
who does underwater 
swimming with or without 
scuba equipment alone and 
in strange water, is flirt 
ing with danger, 

A surprising number of 
persons cannot swim at all;
